The 2010 Global Corruption Barometer by the Transparency International rates Georgia I s in the world in terms of the (public 
perception of the) decrease of the level of corruption, with 78% of the surveyed claiming the corruption level has decreased. 

Georgia is placed in the least corrupt group of countries with merely 3% admitting having paid a bribe within the last 12 months. 
The same average score for the EU and North America is 5%. In this regard Georgia is outperformed by Australia, Denmark, Finland, 
Switzerland, Germany, Norway, United Kingdom, South Korea and Netherlands. 



The survey ranks Georgia the 2 n best in public perception of effectiveness of Government actions in the fight against corruption. 

More specifically, various public institutions of Georgia rank high in being free of corruption the world-over, including: 

Public officials - 3 rd 

Police - 3 rd 

Business sector - 3 rd 

Military - 4 th 

Political Parties - 5 th 

Education - 5 th 

Georgia's achievements are more important against the findings of the global survey that 'most people interviewed in the 2010 
Barometer perceive an increase in corruption levels in their countries over the past 3 years' and the general trend that 'one out of four 
worldwide has paid a bribe'. Georgia is a positive outlier vis-a-vis this trend. 

Transparency International's Global Corruption Barometer is the largest cross-country survey to collect the general public's views on 
and experiences of corruption. The 2010 Barometer reflects the views of 91,781 people across 86 countries.
